Numerous Phoweis jre- 
cently have put pastures in excell- 
ent shape and as a result livestock 
in the west generally is in fine condi- 
tion. The west has been practi- 
cajly free from frost since June with 
the result that al roots and veget- 
ables have made excellent growth 
and will show good crops, _Live- 
stock receipts on western markets 
continue heavy with large percent- 
age unfinished catt‘e for which de- 
mand is high. 

Alberta: Wheat cutting is proceed- 
ing nicely with crops turning out 
fairly well. Rain of previous week 
although holding up harvest, benefit- 
ad laten crops considerably, particul- 
lgely late oats nd seed crops. 
Sixty percent of wheat cutting in 
‘Southern Alberta has been accom- 
plidhed and in Centra and Northern 
sections from thirty-five to forty per 
cant. Cutting of barley and oats is 
also general, the report says. 

E. D. and B. C. Railway: Oats and 
barley p' ve oaly. a fair crop. In 
the Giande Prairie district wheat 
will likely average eighteen bushels. 
oats and barley half a crop. Nhe hay 
crop over the whole country is ex- 
celent and there will be no shortage 
of winter feed for livestock. 

British Columbia: Hot dry weather 
hes prevailed during the past week, 
with showers reported during the 
week end. At a number of points 
in the Okanagan valley more rain is 
needed to properly siga and mature 
the fruit crops. The small fruit 
crop is practically over, Early apples 
are now moving in conside:@ble bulk.

Germany Buys Canadian Wheat 


German Consumption of Canadian 
Grains is Heay Says Report 
The value of the German and con- 
tinental markets with regard to the 
exportation of Canadian foodstuffs is 
being more than ever exemplified this 
season in the huge imports of grain 
and flour from the Dominion by the 
free port of Hamburg. In addition 
to more than 12,000,000 bushels of 
grain shipped from Montreal since 
the opening of navigation, Hamburg 
has received 6,014,411 sacks of Cana- 
dian flour in the period between Sep- 
tember and June, and Is 1,000,000 sacks 

in excess of the 1922-23 season. 

Figures show that Montreal not 
only led all world ports in grain 
shipments, but also in flour exports. 
Although the threatened import tax 
on incoming flour by Germany un- 
|doubtedly hastened shipments to that 
country, the fact is nevertheless ap- 
|parent that German consumption of 
Canadian grains is very heavy. The 
aforementioned tax is to go into effect 
August 15.
